Nationwide numbers steady, but more young voters show up in key states

Did Millennials rock the vote? 

Well, sorta. 

An estimated 20.4 percent of adults 
younger than 30 voted in the midterm 
elections, according to the Center for In- 
formation and Research on Civic Learn- 
ing and Engagement at Tufts University 
The figure is based on exit polls along with 
the number of ballots counted and demo- 
graphic data from the U.S. Census. It has a 
2 percent margin of error. 

Turnout dipped slightly compared to 
the 23.5 percent reflected at the poUs the 
day after the elections in 2006, according 
to the center. 

When voting data from the census be- 
comes available next year, it’ll be possible 
to see with greater certainty whether turn- 
out increased, declined or stayed the same, 
according to the center. 

Almost 9 million adults ages 18 to 29 vot- 
ed, compared to nearly 10 million in 2006. 

“Youth turnout was fairly typical for a 
midterm election,” center director Peter 
Levine said. “But youth turnout increased 
in states targeted for youth voter outreach 
more than in other states.” 

In states such as Florida and Pennsyl- 
vania, where nonpartisan organizations 
worked to get out the vote, turnout was 
higher compared with states where those 
organizations were least active. 

There was not a gap in enthusiasm 
among young people, said Heather Smith, 
president of Rock the Vote. This year, 
300,000 people downloaded a voter regis- 
tration form from the site, compared with 


50,000 in 2006. She pointed to the thou- 
sands of young people who showed up to 
recent rallies hosted by Jon Stewart and 
Stephen Colbert in Washington, DC. 

However, the candidates and their cam- 
paigns failed to engage or speak directly 
to young voters, she said. Even in states 
where President Obama campaigned, the 
candidates themselves didn’t stump on col- 
lege campuses, she said. Also, candidates 
didn’t invest in young voters because their 
ads weren’t aired on stations young people 
watch, such as MTV, Comedy Central or 
BET, Smith said. And all that can turn off 
voters. 


“If you want young people to vote for 
you, you have to stand up and explain what 
you’ll do if they put you into office,” she 
said. 

Instead, candidates went back to the 
political playbook of targeting older voters 
who have a habit participating in elections 
and tried to convince them to switch par- 
ties rather than spending time and effort 
to expand the electorate and addressing is- 
sues of young voters. Smith said. 

“Despite the lack of attention, young 
voters did turn out at rates comparable to 
midterm elections, which I think says a 
lot.”

Call it controversy in a can. 

The debate over caffeinated alcoholic 
drinks such as Four Loko, the 23.5-ounce 
canned beverage that contains the equivalent 
of four or more beers and a strong cup of cof- 
fee for $3, has made national headlines. Col- 
leges have moved to ban the brews, and law 
enforcement agencies throughout the coun- 
try have sounded alarms about its use. Now, 
Chicago has entered the fray 

Aldermen introduced a proposal at 
Wednesday’s City Council meeting to ban the 
sale of caffeinated alcoholic drinks in the city 

Sponsoring Aids. Edward Burke (14th) and 
Gene Schulter (47th) said the beverages are 
dangerous for young adults who might not re- 
alize how drunk they have become when they 
drink them. 

Under the proposal, pre-mixed caffeinated 
liquor drinks would be banned everywhere in 
the city 

Bartenders would still be able to mix en- 
ergy drink-spiked cocktails such as Red Bull 
and vodka, because, Burke reasoned, they 
are trained to know when someone has been 
overserved. But Burke also said he would be 
open to listening to a proposal to stop bar- 
tenders from serving such mixed drinks. 

“Quite frankly I think it is completely irre- 
sponsible to manufacture and market a prod- 
uct that can make young people so intoxicat- 
ed so fast,” Schulter said in a statement. 

The aldermen’s proposal was sent for fur- 
ther consideration to a joint committee of Fi- 
nance and License and Consumer Protection. 

The news comes as colleges and universi- 
ties across the nation report health problems 
caused by the drinks. New Jersey’s Ramapo 
College announced a ban after a surge in al- 


deflne what they’re trying to control. Four 
Loko, Joose and other popular caffeinated 
brands are beer without the taste or look of 
beer, experts say 

Gregory Fulham, a wine consultant at Fin- 
ny’s Beverage Depot in Hyde Park, said he’s 
noticed an increased interest in Four Loko 
since the store began carrying it a few weeks 
ago, but he compared its success to other 
malt-based fad drinks such as Zima and Skyy 
Blue. Fulham said he was troubled by the high 
caffeine content of the drink. 

“I would like to think now that I wouldn’t 
ever recommend something like that to any- 
body,” he said. 

Liquor store manager Mary Scott said she

Teen girl 
stabbed in 

bus fight

A i6 -year-old girl was stabbed in the stomach and 
face after she tried to break up an argument on a 
CTA bus as she was coming home from school 
Tuesday afternoon, relatives said. 

Unehqua Gardner, a sophomore at 
Dunbar Vocational High School, was rid- 
ing the No. 3 King Drive bus at about 
3:58 p.m. when an argument erupted between an 
older woman and one of her friends, relatives said.

Huberman to quit 

Future of outgoing schools chiefs aggressive initiatives remains unciear

Ron Huberman, the aggressive Chicago 
Public Schools chief who swept into the 
district in 2009 with an eye for data and a 
demand for educator accountability, will 
step down Nov 29, well before Mayor 
Daley— who appointed him— ends his final 
term. 

While Huberman’s departure was an- 
ticipated, Wednesday’s announcement 
that he would leave before the end of the 
school semester left some educators — who 
are still adapting to his “performance man- 
agement” procedures— unclear of the dis- 
trict’s direction. 

“The principals have been left high and 
dry,” said Clarice Berry, president of the 
Chicago Principals and Administrators As- 
sociation. 

Despite an ambitious agenda, Huber- 
man will leave the $230,0 00-a-year job 
before many of his signature initiatives — 
including a $40 million anti-violence 


project— are fully realized. 

Mayoral spokeswoman Jodi Kawada 
said Daley will announce a replacement 
for Huberman before the superintendent’s 
last day 

Kawada said the mayor did not press 
Huberman to move up his resignation 
date. “Ron expressed to the mayor his de- 
sire not to work for another administra- 
tion, and they discussed an appropriate 
time for Ron to step down.” 

Huberman did not return a call seeking 
comment. But in an e-mail Wednesday to 
district employees, he said he informed 
the mayor last week of his resignation. He 
also thanked teachers and administrators 
for their work, and said no job had been 
“more fulfilling” in his 16 years of public 
service. 

“I know we all share a fundamental be- 
lief that our schools must— and can— im- 
prove, and that all of our students can suc- 
ceed,” Huberman wrote. 


In his brief tenure in charge of the na- 
tion’s third-largest school district, Huber- 
man has faced sweeping problems, from 
a massive budget crunch to highly pub- 
licized street violence that continues to 
claim the lives of Chicago students. A for- 
mer police officer with a master of business 
administration degree from the University 
of Chicago, Huberman approached these 
problems analytically harnessing reams of 
data to evaluate teacher performance and 
to attempt to predict which students are 
most likely to be victims of violence. 

Coming into the district on the heels 
of Arne Duncan— who also did not have 
a traditional background in the classroom 
—Huberman was viewed with skepticism 
by many insiders. After starting his career 
as a Chicago police officer, Huberman, 38, 
swiftly rose in city government, going on 
to lead the Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment and Communications, the mayor’s 
office and the CTA.

Brady losing ground

Challenger Bill Brady publicly clung to 
the hope Wednesday that he could over- 
come Democratic Gov Quinn’s narrow 
lead, but top Republicans privately ex- 
pressed doubts about the math. 

By Wednesday evening, Quinn’s 
margin climbed to more than 19,000 
votes, more than double what it was at 
dawn. And a Tribune survey of election 
officials shows it’s unlikely there are 
enough uncounted ballots in the right 
places to make a difference for Brady 

Territory where the most votes re- 
main untallied— Chicago and suburban 
Cook County— favors Quinn. In locales 
where Brady could theoretically make 
up ground, few votes remain untabu- 
lated. In nearly three dozen of Illinois’ 
most populous counties outside Cook, 
fewer than 150 absentee ballots are wait- 
ing to be counted, the Tribune found. 

Even before Quinn’s lead grew 
Wednesday the state OOP’s top attor- 
ney realized the challenge. 

“Do we recognize the reality of com- 
ing up with 8,000 votes as an uphill 
climb?” Brien Sheahan said. “Of course 
we do. But nobody’s ready to throw in 
the towel.” 

Behind the scenes. Republican faces 
are grim. 

One prominent Republican, who 


asked not to be identified to avoid up- 
setting Brady, said the decisions on how 
to proceed were being made in part by 
the Republican Governors Association, 
which was reluctant to give up so quick- 
ly following its very large investment in 
the race. 

The group poured almost $8 million 
into the Brady effort, becoming his top 
campaign donor. Brady spokeswoman 
Patty Schuh said the association was 


“providing guidance and counseling” 
but added that the campaign was “ex- 
plaining how the rules work in Illinois.” 

The Brady camp said it is entitled to 
await the certification of the ballot re- 
sults by the Illinois State Board of Elec- 
tions, a process that could take weeks. 
Local election officials must canvass 
their results and send them to Spring- 
field by Nov 23. The state board has un- 
til Dec. 3 to certify the results. 


Kirk to battle Obama’s agenda

Mark Kirk has vowed to be in the vanguard of a Republi- 
can defense against President Obama’s spending and tax 
plans. At the same time, Illinois’ newly elected senator 
said he will be a model of conciliation and compromise in 
an era of sharp partisan divide. 

Kirk’s ability to reconcile those two very different 
agendas may come to define his political career and his 
ability to hold his new post in a state that remains strong- 
ly Democratic despite modest Republican gains in Tues- 
day’s elections. 

Thanks to a court-ordered quirk in Tuesday’s voting, Kirk likely will be seated 
for the lame duck session of the outgoing Congress. He said Wednesday that he’s 
eager to vote with others in the GOP to protect wealthy Americans from paying 
more when Democrats consider extending Bush-era tax cuts for everyone else. 

But the defining test for Kirk might not come until January, when he is sworn 
in for a full six-year term as part of a GOP minority in the Senate that is large 
enough to thwart Democratic purposes but not large enough to achieve its own 
legislative agenda. 

“I will be a very independent senator,” Kirk vowed Wednesday as he thanked 
morning rush hour commuters heading into the Loop. ‘A fiscal conservative, a 
social moderate and a national security hawk with my main focus right now be- 
ing the economy: more jobs and higher incomes.”

‘DON’T ASK, DON’T TELL’ UPDATE 

President Obama said Wednesday he still hoped to end the ban on gays serving openly in 
the military, despite big electoral gains by Republicans, many of whom oppose repealing 
the restrictions. 




WASHINGTON Exuberant Republi- 
cans vowed Wednesday to exercise 
their new power in Congress to roll back 
some of President Obama’s key accom- 
plishments, but a somber Obama said vot- 
ers wanted both parties to work harder to 
find common ground. 

“It’s pretty clear the American people 
want a smaller, less costly and more ac- 
countable government,” Republican John 
Boehner, in line to become the next House 
of Representatives speaker, told reporters. 
“Our pledge is to listen to the American 
people.” 

Voters, anxious about the economy 
and unhappy with Obama’s leadership, 
punished Democrats in an election rout 
Tuesday that gave House control to Re- 
publicans and weakened the Democratic 
majority in the Senate. 

A chastened Obama called the result 
“a shellacking” and told a White House 
news conference the solutions demanded 
by frustrated Americans would be hard to 
find. 

“I’m not suggesting this will be easy,” 
he said. “The overwhelming message that 
I hear from the voters is that we want ev- 
erybody to act responsibly in Washington, 
we want you to work harder to arrive at 
consensus.” 

Republicans picked up 60 House seats 
in the election, knocking Democratic 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi from power and put- 
ting Republicans in charge of House com- 
mittees. 

It was the biggest shift in power since 


Democrats gained 75 House seats in 1948. 

Boehner and Republican Senate leader 
Mitch McConnell said voters wanted 
them to roll back the signature initiatives 
passed by congressional Democrats in the 
past two years, such as health care and fi- 
nancial regulatory reforms. 


But a divided government is more likely 
to fuel a legislative stalemate when the 
new Congress begins in January. Senate 
Democrats can block House initiatives, 
and Obama’s weakened hand still will hold 
the veto pen.

Which gaming platform has the sweetest moves? 

Americans couches are getting a well-deserved break this holiday season thanks to 
the release of new motion-control gaming products. 

Nintendo created a new market of motion controls a few years ago with its 
top-selling Wii gaming system in which players swing, hop and dance around their 
living rooms to create the on-screen movement. Other manufacturers finally are 
jumping on the bandwagon. 

Sony released the Move add-on for PlayStation 3 earlier this fall, while Microsoft 
unveils its Kinect for the Xbox 360 system Thursday. 

This might be great news to active-minded gamers, but not so much for their 
wallets. Consumers will have to pony up a large chunk of change to pick up the 
systems, accessories and new games needed too fully enjoy motion-control gam- 
ing. Which system— old standby Wii, cotton candy-colored Move or the camera- 
based Kinect— should win your hard-earned cash? 

It depends on what you own already, what you want and how much you want to 
spend.

NINTENDO WII: You’ve probably heard of it 
Nintendo’s popular gaming system has sold many 
millions over the past four years. The Wii comes 
with a small sensor bar used to detect the move- 
ments of gamers who swing so-called Wii-Motes 
and Nunchuk controllers. 


FEEL OF CONTROLS 





KINECT: The accuracy of the controls 
isn’t as razor sharp as on the Move, but 
let’s face it-the ability to control a video 
game using only your hands, feet and 
body is simply amazing. 


WII : The controls once felt revolution- 
ary, but even with the “Motion Control 
Plus ” accessory added last year to make 
it more accurate, Wii now feels positively 
creaky in comparison to Move. 


MOVE: It not only looks like a Wii on ste- 
roids, it functions like one. Move features 
an accelerometer and other sensors to 
capture the velocity and angle of the con- 
troller. It feels both more responsive and 
intuitive than the Wii.

MICROSOFT KINECT: Unlike its competitors, the 
Xbox 360’s motion control system drops the idea of a 
physical controller all together and relies solely on a single 
camera and infrared sensor system to capture and mirror 
a player’s body movements. A set of microphones allow 
players to bark voice commands.

WII: The full Wii system with sensor bar and a 
single Wii Remote Plus, Nunchuk, Wii Sports and 
Wii Sports Resort comes in at $199. 

MOVE: Sony is selling a bundle that includes 
a Move controller, the Eye camera and “Sports 
Champions” game for $99, which is probably 
the best value if you already have a PS3. For 
PlayStation newcomers, a new system with the 
Move bundle will set you back $399. 

KINECT: Xbox 360 owners can purchase a 
package that includes Kinect and the game 
“Kinect Adventures” for $149. There are two 
system bundles: a 4GB Xbox 360 system with 
Kinect and “Adventures” for $299, and a 250-gig 
HD Xbox bundle for $399. Kinect does have one 
price advantage: It doesn’t require you to buy 
any extra controllers.

» It’s difficult to pick a clear 
winner in the motion control 
war, but I think “Kinect” might 
be the best choice. Excluding 
the fun “Dance Central,” the 
games for the system don’t 
quite measure up to the best 
of the Wii, but the Kinect boasts the “wow” factor. 
Playing it makes you feel like Marty McFly in “Back 
to the Future Part N” as he marvels at the sight of 
futuristic gadgets. Still: 

» If you’re averse to risk, Wii is a fairly 
safe call for motion gaming because it’s 
relatively inexpensive and already boasts 
a huge number of games. 

» Because it’s basically an improved Wii, 
the Move has some appeal too, even 
if there’s a feeling that Sony played it a 
little too safe in making a Wii copycat.

Weezy joined Tupac as artists who reached No. 1 while 
in prison with the release of “I Am Not A Human Being.’ 
The physical version of the album sold 125,000 cop- 
ies in its first week, mtv.com reports, and the digital 
version moved 110,000 copies the previous week. 
Apparently crime can pay. 


He landed in solitary 
confinement 

One word: Contraband. OK, there’s more. 
Wayne sneaked an mp3 player and head- 
phones into his cell, a no-no in prison, 
eonlme.com reports. While guards caught 
him in May, he wasn’t put into solitary until 
October. He’s been there ever since.
